Sirs: I consider the Steinway Piano absolutely unique 
in that it combines the production of sound, from the 
softest pianissimo to the greatest forte, with an extraor- 
dinary perfection of action. It seems to lie in the nature 
of tone production, in general, that the two above- 
mentioned qualities interfere with each other; so we find, 
for example, a colorature soprano (perfect action) not 
capable of singing a Wagner opera satisfactorily, while a 
dramatic soprano (great sound production) lacks the 
necessary coloratura for a Mozart or Verdi opera. Such 
is the case with a flute and a trombone, the mouth-organ 
and a big church organ, but not so with a Steinway! The 
Steinway seems to defy the laws of acoustics and allows 
the daintiest runs in a Chopin nocturne to be immediately 
followed by a thunderous forte in a Tannhiiuser over- 
ture-transcription. Therefore, as long as I have the 
privilege to play on a Steinway I can justly say — to use 
the much abused though expressive term — “I should 
worry!”
